Itis a visitor from another world—the great, 
wonderful outside world—a world of big cities, of other and different regions and climates, of strange countries and 
lands, of different peoples, customs, ambitions, aims, motives and objectives.

= trend to young thought as readily and thoroughly as the circus. 


= So strong and forceful is the influence it excercises that it not infrequently breaks down the reserve and 
= resistance of the adult intellect. 


It has started many a man and woman of mature years on pilgrimages from which they have invariably returned 
bigger and broader, prepared to lead larger and fuller lives themselves and to exert a benign and lasting influence on 
the lives of others that theirs touched, . 


In flashing this illuminating and surprising discovery of his upon the screen for the edification and consideration 
of showmen Governor Eberhart has rendered them a signal service. 

He has given them a new thought. 

They. will be quick to seize and turn it to account.

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OUTDOOR SHOWMEN COMBINE | 
BUSINESS AND PLEASURE 


Chicago Scene of Great Gathering Representing Every 
Branch of the Business—Various Organizations 
Hold Annual Meetings—Showmen’s League 
Banquet and Ball Huge Success 


Chicago, Feb. 23.—The week of 
Feb. 17 to 22 will go down in the an- 
nals of the outdoor show world as one 
of the most momentous and impor- 
tant in the history of showfolks. Prac- 
tically every organization representing 
the outdoor amusement field was rep- 
resented at the various meetings held 
in the Congress and Auditorium ho- 
tels, the most prominent, of course, 
being the annual meetings of the 
American Association of Fairg and Ex- 
positions, the International Associa- 
tion of Fairs, the Great Western Rac- 
ing Cireuit, the big three-day session 
of COMA, the convention of the Show- 
men's League of America, the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary of the Showmen’'s League, 
and the great event of the week, the 
Fifth Annual Banquet and Ball of the 
Showmen's League. 


The clans gathered from al! points 
of the compass, with the result that 
all meetings of the several organiza- 
tions were the largest held since their 
inaugurations. Most notably were the 
meetings held by the fair associations 
in the Auditorium Hotel. Resolutions 
were passed by the American Asso- 
ciation to change their meeting place 
from the Auditorium to the Sherman 
next winter, while the International 
will hold their next meeting again in 
the Auditorium. An important event 
in the International was the comple- 
tion of this latter organization and 
the joint movement of both fair as- 
sociations to induce the Government 
to exhibit not only Government agri- 
cultural exhibits, but practical exhibi- 
tions of the activities of the army and 
navy departinents as well at all fairs 
thruout the country. It is suggested 
that a plan be immediately put on 
foot whereby the Government and the 
people be brought in closer touch with 
each other, and to bring this state of 
affairs about it is proposed to bring 
before’ goveramental heads of tie 
above mentioned departments the ac- 
Visability of displaying their several 
exhibits, not only in the big State 
fairs, but in the smaller county fairs 
as well, making such Government ex- 
hibits an annual event. 


Another meeting of grave impor- 
tance to the whole show world in gen- 


eral—outdoor and indoor—wnas_ the 
meeting held by the Car-Owning 
Manogers’ Association. At great 


length were the present railroad con- 
ditions gone into, with the result that 
Passenger and Freight Service Com- 
mittees were appointed permanently, 
their chief duties to consist of bring- 
ing the matter of car movement and 
the cost thereof before the Washing- 
ton authorities. It is proposed to pre- 
Sent to these authorities the necessity 
of a minimum schedule whereby the 
inhabitants of the smaller towns may 


be furnished amusement at a small 
price of admission, which they could 
afford to pay, at the same time with 
reasonable profit to the amusement 
managers. It is intended to have a 
plan drafted whereby the facts of the 
situation may be put clearly before 
the governmental railroad adminis- 
tration, presenting in clear, concise 
terms the position of the show man- 
agers. 

The most important event at the 
convention of the Showmen's League 
was the annual election of officers, al- 
ways a lively and interesting proceed- 
ing. while over in the Ladies’ Auxiliary 
headquarters, holding their second 
election, just as spirited and lively a 
time was held. ’ 


Another very important movement 
to members of the Showmen’s League 
was the charter granted New York 
Club, No. 2. Harry McGarvie and 
Edward C. White, delegates from the 
New York Club, presented a plea from 
the members of the New York Club 
for their charter and were successful 
in their efforts. Following a pro- 
tracted meeting February 22, held by 
the Board of Governors, it was votea 
upon to grant the New York Club the 
desired charter. In the more impor- 
tant matters, such as securing mem- 
bers, the New York branch has done 
exceedingly well, but there were sev- 
eral minor matters that needed ad- 
justing and straightening out. As 
this was accomplished in a most busi 
nesslike manner, when Messrs. Me- 
Garvie and White boarded their train 
Saturday night for home they had in 
their possession a signed and sealed 
document that should make the mem- 
bers of the New York branch of the 
Showmen’s League very happy. Thev 
also carried the best wishes of every 
member for the success of the New 
York Club. 

” However, the great event of the 
week to all bodies was the Fifth An- 
mal Banquet and Ball of the Show- 
men’s League of America. Previous

Mountford Replies To Kingsley 


A Rejoinder That Disputes the Premises, Argu- 
ments and Conclusions of the Brilliant Press 
Agent and Counters With Fresh 

' Charges and Accusations

When in the course of a long con- 
troversy a new face, a new name, ap- 
pears upon the scerre it is only right 
that either he should introduce him- 
self or he should be introduced and his 
position in the controversy made clear. 
For unless one knows who is writing 
or talking, and the reason for it, a 
proper weight can not be given to his 
remarks, and as last week a gentle- 
man called Walter Kingsley precipi- 
tated himself into this nineteen-year- 
old fight, and for reasons of his own 
did not say who he was, it is my duty 
to introduce him to the readers of The 
Billboard. The gentleman in question 
is Walter Kingsley. He is a profes- 
sional personal press agent, which is 
the twentieth century model of the 
antique Greek sycophant. “Sycophant” 
is a Greek word, meaning “one who 
rises early in the morning to gather 
figs to place on the rich man’s break- 
fast table,” in other words, the man 
who for pay fulsomely flatters and 
praises a rich nfan. Mr. Kingsley has 
had a long and varied experience in 
this business of praising rich men, con- 
cealing their failures, and, by the aid 
of a prevaricating pen, turning them 
apparently into successes. 

It may seem strange to many that 
this new figure, this new name, should 
rush into the fight, and many may, 
perhaps, wonder how it occurred. I 
assume it was something like this: 


A gouncil of war had been called. 
Around Messrs Alwee and Murdock 
were gathered al! the men who have 
written articie: against the actor and 
against me, and with troubled brow 
Mr. Albee addressed them thus: 

“This is a crisis. Something must 
be done to stop this man. This Fed- 
eral investigation must be ridiculed. 
The White Rats are not dead, we have 
not killed them, and this man Mount- 
ford is stil] active. fs there no one 
here among you who can silence this 
man forever?” A deadening silence 
fell upon the crowd of self-confessed 
failures, and the door opened and there 
entered the form of Walter Kingsley, 
clicking his heels together, and, bend- 
ing from the waist, bringing his hand 
with military exactitude to the salute, 
he said: “Colonel, I can. With one 
article from me your end will be 
achieved; with one of my articles I 
will so crush this man that within five 
;} hours he will never be heard of again.” 

Mr. Aibee looked at him sorrowfully, 
yet pleased with his courage, and said: 
“My dear Walter, Jerome said he would 
have this man in jail in forty-eight 
hours, Kelly said he would tear him 
to pieces, Silverman told me he would

Rumors of a New Policy and 
Combination With Other 
Producing Interests 
Against First National 


New York, Feb. 24.—It is learned 
frcm good sources that the Para- 
mcunt Pictures Corporation is con- 
siGering a profound change in its con- 
tract system. The changes, it is be- 
lieved, are intended to conciliate the 
exhibitor by relieving him of many 
present and onerous obligations. It 
is said that the proposed alterations, 
while they might entail an immediate 
financial loss of no mean proportions, 
will tend to gain the good will of the 
exhibitors, which after a!l is the great- 
est asset of any producing or distrib- 
uting concern. Thousands of noncan- 
celable contracts of a type distaste- 
ful to exhibitors will expire in July 
and August. 

It is also rumored that the two big- 
best rivals of Paramount in the pro- 
ducing field will pool their interests 
and that the new combination will be 
able to offer the exhibitor absolute 
freedom of choice and give him con- 
tracts entirely free from any compul- 
sory features, 

This policy, it is believed, will be di- 
rected against the First Nationa! Cir- 
cuit, which of late has had all the big 
producing interests in more or less of 
a quandary. Ail prospects of a peace 
of concessions between Paramount and 
First National seem to be hopeless 
after having made considerable prog- 
ress. It is now a fight to the finish 
between the two giants. Many believe 
that Paramount will eventually be on 
top if it can hold out another four or 
five months.

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 22.—Two im- 
portant bills of interest to the theat- 
rical world have been introduced in 
the Heuse of Representatives in ses- 
sion here. The first, introduced by 
Mr. Crockett, of Philadelphia, pro- 
vides for a tax of two per cent on ac- 
tors’ salaries and prohibits the attend- 
ance of minors under 16 years at the- 
atrical entertainments, unless accom- 
panied by an adult. 

The second provides for the abol- 
ishment of the State Board of Censors 
of Motion Pictures and legalizes the 
establishment of a Board of Amuse- 
ment Censors instead.

No report of action taken by the 
committee on the bill providing for 
the repeal of the Sunday closing laws 
has been made public. This bill, it 
will be recalled, legalized Sunday or- 
chestral and theatrical entertainments, 
concerts and lectures of an educa- 
tional nature provided there is no 
raising or lowering of the curtain, no 
changing of scenery or costume.

However, during the pic- 
ture the house filled up and by the time the second act was on practically 
every seat was occupied. The management gave the men a showing today 
after one or two almost all-women bills. 

The regular Pathe News Pictorial was not in evidence, but in its stead 
was shown an antiquated series of Kinetograms, depicting scenes of the war. 


Put isn't it about time that war pictures, plays and playiets were thrown 
into the discard? You can not walk from The Billboard office to the Palace 
Theater these days without encountering many legless or armless heroes 
from over there, who have returned from Europe's hell to the land of Lib- 
erty. Surely the reality is greater,than the picturization of what these boys 
have gone thru. The pictures shown today were particularly heavy, the only 
enlivening touch being some light music played by Fred Daab’s Orchestra. 

No. 1—The Gellis Family opened the show in place of Leo Zarrell Trio 
and the consensus cf opinion was that the offering was one of the best start- 
ers the Palace has shown fora year. There are four men, one a midget, who 
has a funny laugh, and a girl in the act. They present many very difficult 
acrobatic feats, all handled with a marvelous air of nonchalance; in fact, 
one of the men continuously smokes a cigarette. One of their feats which 
they perform as‘tho it was merely incidental, was the finishing trick of an 
equilibristic act seen here recently.

No. 3—Ruth St. Denis, assisted by Doris Humphrey, Betty Horst, Edna 
Malone and Pearl Wheeler, with music arranged and conducted by Louis 
Ilorst. Following so soon after the Morgan Dancers had played the Palace 
Miss St. Denis had a hard time of it in spite of her admitted cleverness as a 
delineator of the classic dance, and even with special scenery, costumes, music 
and company Miss St. Denis did not register the big hit one would have pre- 
dicted for this favorite. But then this was Monday afternoon. 


No. 4—Frank Fay, with David Dryer atthe piano, programmed to the 
one after intermission, was placed in this spot, and it was a wise move. He 
is a nifty I'tht comedian and well remembered for the wonderful work he 
cid during the last Liberty Loan Drive. Al!tho suffering from a bad cold Fay 
vent rieit after the bunch with songs, stories and monologs and started one 
of the hits cf the efternoon. Ilis parody on The Face on the Barroom Floor 
wes rendered in his best tragi-comie manner and received a big hand. His 
imitation of Trisco singing a song was a gem of real unadulterated comedy.

No. 5—Louise Dresser and Jack Gardner and Company, in The Union, by 
Jack Lait. The “Union” part of the “sketch” didn't get many laughs, in 
fact the only humor that came to the surface was furnished by the colored 
maid, who scored with each word she uttered. Put when Dresser and Gard- 
ner started to sing the whole atmosphere changed. Love Me Like You'd 
Love Me if I Wes Your Leading Man was one of their best numbers, and 
when they went into a medley of their oldtime sones the audience wildly 
cheered each selection.

Chicago, Feb. 24.--A full house was in wait- 
ing at the Palace when the orchestra opened its 
first number. In the main the whole show was 
good aud the audience manifested its approval 
unstintedly. It was a bill that kept the me- 
chanics back of the curtain busy,. for there 
were lots of splendid settings. 

No. 1—Elly, The Little Marvel, maintained 
her title, for she certainly performed some mar- 
velous balancing and juggling acts. The feat 
of walking up and down an eight-foot ladder 
with a sofa balanced on her forehead called 
for great skill as well as strength. She left 
the audience guessing as to her age. She lcoked 
about fourteen, and manifested experience sev- 
eral years more than that. Thirteen minutes; 
full stage. 

No. 2—Martelle is announced as a “Gleaming 
Personality." The only gleaming thing about 
the act was_to leave the audience in a state of 
uncertainty as to the sex of the performer. 
Dancing poor and singing below zero. Such 
acts must be, but why? Ten minutes, in one. 

No. 3—Harry Holman and Company present a 
very clever comedy sketch, full of up-to-date 
stuff, catchy lines, bristling with good, clean, 
wholesome humor. The juvenile might get a 
little more out of his part were he to keep his 
eyes off the floor. Mr. Holman interprets the 
character of a well-to-do business man, with a 
marriageable daughter, excellently well. Fif- 
teen minutes, im full stage, and not a second 
lost. 

No. 4—Mike Bernard caught the audience with 
his work at the piano im great style. His imi- 
tation of Paderewski was inimitable and kept 
the audience in a roar of laughter. The playing 
of his own composition was well received. 
Bighteen minutes, in one; two encores and sev- 
eral bows. 

No. 5—E. Charles Bensee and Florence Baird 
im a little skit they call Songifiage, a very clever 
and entertaining act, meeting with the mani- 
fest approval of the whole house. Miss Baird's 
work is great, her facial expression being 
marvelous. She has the pewer of keeping a 
winsome smile lurking behind a grotesque visage. 
She tries to make you think she is homely and 
unlikable, but succeeds only in making you fall 
in love with her. Twenty minutes, in one, 

No. 6—Gertrude Hoffman. What can be said 
about such a well-known artist? The audience 
expected to be pleased and it was not dis- 
appo.uted. It came to witness a great artist’s 
work, and the visit was worth the effort. Miss 
Hoffman is very versatile, and everything she 
does is done artistically. Her dancing was su- 
perb. The Dance of the Allies was great. You 
could see the advance and the retreat of strug- 
gling armies, the day lest and won, the fear 
that the enemy would overcome them ere re 
inforcements could arrive. Then there was @ 
thrill as the news seemed to flash that the

New York, Feb, 24.—Sacha Votichenko's Con- 
cert Intime, at the Maxine Elliott Theater, Sun- 
day night, February 23, was a most brilliant 
affair.

DEDUCTIONS ALLOWED 


Members of Theatrical Profession in 
Computing Income Tax Explained 


New York, Feb. 23.—In order to aid the 
members of the theatrical profession in the 
preparation of their income tax returns the 
Internal Revenve Department has placed Au- 
gustus Barnes in charge of the income t:r 
drive for the metropolitan district. Mr. Barnes 
has assigned a squad of revenue agents at 
different points in the theatrical zone, where 
Dianks may be obtained and information on 
the return may be had, 

These men may be found at the following 
places: Shuberts, Keith Theatrical Exchange, 
Marcus Loew, A. H. Woods and other promi- 
neat points of contact. 

The Internal Revenue Department has al- 
lowed the following expenses as deductions in 
the theatrical profession: Advertising, car*- 
age and freight on scenery and effects; clevn- 
ing, laundering, pressing and repair of stage 
costumes; commissions paid to agents andi 
booking offices; insurance on stage scenery and 
effects, music and stage effects which have 
a life not exceeding a year, powder, paint, 
etc.; salaries and wages of assistants and he!»- 
ers; storage of scenery and stage effects, tele- 
phone and telegraph messages and postage in 
copnection with business, traveling expenses, 
including railroad fares, taxi and bus hire, ex- 
cess baggage, transfer of baggage, etc. BUT 
NOT INCLUDING HOTEL BILLS, BOARDING, 
LODGING OR MEALS. 

Personal, Mving and family expenses are not 
deductable from gross income. Expenses ‘r- 
curred by the wife or husband or children tray- 
eling with a performer for pleasure or com- 
panionship, who do not assist professionally, 
are not deductable. 

Payments for the purchase of musical {n- 
atruments, costumes, wigs, scenery and other 
stage effects with an estimated life of more 
than one year are not deductable from gross in- 


come, bat under the heading ‘Depreciation’ 
dramatic artists may claim reasonable awount 
for the depreciation arising from wear and 
tear of such articles. 

Such depreciation is allowable only in re- 
spect to costumes, etec., used exclusively in 
connection with the artists’ profession. There 
are the usual exemptions of the law for a single 
man, a married man and dependents.

FAIR ASSOCIATIONS MEETINGS 


The American Association of Fairs and Ex- 
Positions was the first organization to open 
activities, altho festivities were blended in with 
busness. The most important step taken by 
this association was the enlarging of their plans 
so as to give a maximum of service to smaller 
fairs and expositions in this country. 

Perhaps the next most interesting thing, as 
far as the inside interest goes, was the change 
of meet ng place for the American Association. 
It has been holding its sessions at the <Audi- 
terium Ilotel for a number of years, but next 
year it will hold forth at the Sherman Horse. 
The dates will be December 2, 3, 4 and 5, 1919. 

President Brown was unable to be on hand, as 
he was fighting an attack of the ‘‘flu."’ In re- 
ply to a telegram from the association, wish- 
ing him a speedy recovery, he wired that he 
had left his bed and had hied himself off to the 
gulf to recuperate, He is at Biloxi, Mixs., now, 
and expects soon to be back in the game. 

The International Association, at its sessions, 
completed itS organization, adopted its by laws 
and set all its machinery working. This asso- 
ciation has been incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Illinois, The following officers 
were elected: W. H. Stratton, Dallas, Tex., 
president; G, W. Dickinson, Detroit, vice-presi- 
dent; C. M. Meclivane, Huron, 8. D., secretary 
and treasurer, Horace Ensign, He'tena, Mont.: 
A. L, Sponsler, Hutchinson, Kan., together with 
the above-named officers, make up the Board 
of Directors, 

The International Association decided to hold 
its annual meeting at the Auditorium Hotel, 
the dates being December 4 and 5, 1919. 

The members of the International Associatioh 
are: Colorado State, Pueblo; Eastern States Ex- 
position, Springfield, Mass; Interstate Live Stock 
Association, Sioux Cify, Ia.: Iowa State Fair, 
Des Moines: Kansas State Fairs, Hutehinson; 
Louisiana State, Shreveport. La.: Michigan 
State, Detroit; Minnesota State, Hamline; Mis- 
souri State, Sedalia; Montana, Helena; Grand 
Forks Fair, Grand Forks, N. D.; Fargo Fair As- 
sociation, Fargo, N. D.; Oklahoma State, Okla- 
homa City; South Dakota, Iluron; State Fair, 
Dallas, Tex: Texas Cotton Palace, Waco; Okla- 
homa Free Fair, Muskogee: International Wheat 
Show and Exposition, Wichita: Wyoming State 
Fair, Douglas, and Arizona State Fair, Phoenix. 

The paper read before both the International 
and the American Association by Prof. F. Lar- 


son Scribner, of the Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, was far reaching and almost an 
evolutionary step in the direction of government 
aid to State and county fairs and expositions, 
The machinery was put to work by the officers 
and members of both associations to get back 
of the good work of bring ng the government 
closer to the people. Congressman E, L. Lit- 
tle, of Kansas, voiced the sentiment of mem- 
bers of both associations when he suggested 
to the Secretary of Agriculture that the govern- 
ment make government exhibits an annual 
event, as only a comparatively few people can 
x» to Washington to see the displays there, but 
=50,000 can go to a State fair and see these 
exhibits. 


_A,. A. Ormsby, who had charge of the prac- 
tteal exhibitions in the field as axsistant to 
Professor Scribner, gave much valuable as- 
sstance in arranging these exhibits for nevt 
year. The government, will have at least eiz!t 
‘ reuits of fairs next season, two carloads for 
the larger and single cars for the smaller fairs. 

ay Speer was there, as usual, talking and 
displaying his Co-Operative Fa'r Advertising for 
newspapers, He has worked out much that is so 
simple and Valuable that we are afraid a num- 
ber of fairs will fail to see its real wort’.

During the session of the International Asso- 
ciution word was received that the home of 
Alex. Sloan, of the association, of Evanston, 
Hil., took afire, being saved from complete de- 
struction by the phenomenal presence of mind of 
his two-year-old daughter, who turncd in the fre

alarm, and the heroic efforts of his wife, who, 
nevertheless, suffered severe burns. A resolution 
of sympathy was adopted and p d by an 
unanimous vote, and a copy sent to Mr, Sloan 
and his family. 

We hope that in the future more attractions 
Will be ready to give full iniurination about 
what they bave to offer the various fairs. We 
feel that it is the work of The Billboard to bring 
the atiract ons of merit to the attention of the 
fair Managements. We believe that after an 
art is booked it is suicidal to disappoint the 
people if that act can in any way be presented, 
The Billboard wants to aid all it can in keeping 
faith with the public.

John Galsworthy, the famous British novelist 
and playwright, takes a pessimistic view of the 
drama in England, according to reports of inter- 


views with him since he arrived in America. 
Serious English drama has euffered almost a 
death blow from the war, he thinks. 

War workers—the fighters of all the Allies 
and the fellows who helped them back of the 
front lines—have invaded London by thousands, 
and naturally they are anxious to get as far 
away from the scenes thru which they have 
gone as they possibly can. 

“It is a pleasureseeking throng,”’ Mr. Gals- 
worthy says, “‘who, reunited with their relatives 
and sweethearts, want amusement of the lightest 
and most frolicsome kind. The music halls are 
crowded, but serious Grama does not attract 
them. It is one more case of the ‘tired busi- 
ness man,’ and in this instance the business 
men has returned from the most serious and 


soulstirring business of all history. There is a 
natural recoll of spirit after all the bloodshed - 
and suffering caused by the war, and the, 
tragedy on the stage has no appeal for them, 
as yet. They want fun, fun, fun.” 

But why assume that the serious drama has 
almost received its death blow, merely because 
for the time belng tragedy 6 talwo and mor.u 
has full sway? Practically the same condition 
obtained in America after the Civil War, althe 
perbaps in lesser degree, yet since that time 
the drama has seen its greatest development. 
And so it may be in this instance. The craving 
for light amusement is, as Mr. Galsworthy 
points out, but the natural recoil from the hor- 
rors thru which so many have passed and the

many months. It may not soon be satisfied, but

street. It was Chicago's largest theater, being 
located on a@ plat of ground 30x80 feet. Its 
walls rung with renderings fine enough to grace 
xrander Thespian temples, and there was farce 
now and then, somewhat broader than it was 
long. The first season at the Rialto continued 
until October, 1888, when a benefit was tendered

Chicago 
audiences of that day were not so well behaved 
as might have been desired. for the daily paper 
felt called upen to say: ‘‘There is a police in 
attendance, whose duty it is to preserve strict 
order and decorum Ip the theater. If the ladies 
are walting for fashionable precedents we will 
inform them thet at Springfield, In this State, the 
theater was attended generally by the beauty 
and fashion of the fair sex, and by the gentle- 
men of the place of all official positions from 
fudge of the Supreme Court down. This bas 


marked and counted. If novel readers were 
polled and pilloried in the same fashion every- 
body would be crying ont about the deeay of 
the novel. But people who like good novels can 
get them (at any rate at the second-hand book- 
shops), whereas people who like good plays can 
not. That, we fancy, is the real misfortune of 
the theater. It suffers from the absolute rule 
of the majority. The publisher can offer one 
work for the many, another for the few; the 
theater manager can not.” 

An episode from Percy Mackaye’s Washington, 
done last week as a commemoration of the birth 
of the Father of his Country, is the first play 
by an American author to be presented by the 
French company. An American-French bill was 
presented, incinding this American play and a 
French contribution. The latter contained the 
first stage representation of the affiliation be- 
tween the two countries, France and America.

Success in Many Roles— 
To Tour Country 


in Spring 


A young American tenor who has achieved 
considerable success in operatic roles with the 
Chicago Opera Company this season is Forrest 
Lamont. He is a native of Massachusetts, where 
he received his early vocal training, later tour- 
ing the United States in concert and oratorio.

The 
Manhattan, with that unique Oscar Hammer- 
stein. Henry Russell, the spectacular director 
of the once Boston Opera Company, with both 
grand opera and opera comique, at some large 
house. Campanini and his company from the 
West. Andreas Dippel, who for years was con- 
nected with the Metropolitan, four years di- 
rector of the Chicago company, and later a pro- 
ducer of rather poor operettas. The Society of 
\merican Singers will also have to be reckoned 
with, From ali indications they sre a per- 
manent institution. And there is Gallo, who 
not only makes an artistic success, but a finan- 
‘lone.

Mr. Cam 
panini had better look to his laurels. Still he | 
is quoted as saying: “I should worry." Also:

Local Soloist Presents Entire Ameri- 
can Program of Native Composers 


Philadelphia, Feb. 22.—Resuming its sym- 
phony series after a week's tour the Philadelphia 
Orchestra will present a program of familiar 
numbers at the concerts February 28 and March 
1. The soloist will be Edwin Evans, well-known 
baritone of this city, who will be heard for the 
first time in the symphony series, 

The orchestral offerings should make a wide 
appeal, for there is sufficient variety in them to 
interest all classes of music lovers. The sym- 
phony will be the Unfinished Symphony of Schu- 
bert, a perennial favorite since the day it was 
rescued from oblivion. In the same romantic 
vein is the introductory number, the Frei- 
schutz Overture of Weber, which completes the 
orchestral portion of the first half of the pro- 
gram. Two modern composers figure on the lat- 
ter portion, Debussy and Wagner, the former be- 
ing represented by the impressionistic tone paint- 
ing, L’Apres midi d’un Fauns, and the latter by 
the overture to The Mastersingers.

Included in this 
group is a song of Clough-Leighter’s, entitled 
Possession; two songs by John Alden Carpenter, 
The Odalisque and On a Screen, and Cecil For- 
syth’s Oh, Red Is the English Rose, whose text 
is a war poem. The choice of American song 
composers as the medium of expressing his art 
will creatly enhance the already keen interest in 
Mr, Evans’ appearance. «

Is that clear? Is she white, black, red or yel- 
low? Is she a vivacious young girl or an old 
woman? Has she had experience before an 
audience? Does she give entire entertainments 
or is she a “stuntiste?””” What we have said 
about this young lady is equally as true of thou- 
sands of singers, musicians, entertainers. 

Young people who prepare for a profession, 
as a rule, are absolutely ignorant of the pos- 
sibilities of that profession, They are ignorant 
of the MARKET CONDITIONS of their own 
business. What is the result in all too many 
cases? 

There is a breed of grafters who fatten their 

enpidity and soothe their consciences by making 
therhselves believe that it is right to talk such 
budding hopes into signing contracts for ad- 
vertising, which is alleged will put them at 
the front. That breed is less conspicuous in 
the lyceum than ever before, and it took long 
‘years of constant Gghting to bring this evil 
to where it is now. 
Big, spurgling advertising is not what is 
vanted. But we are more than ever convinced 
that if a brand of prunes can be made a more 
paying proposition by a judicious campaign of 
advertising then a reader or singer or lecturer 
could well afford to invest in himself or her- 
self. Printers’ ink is still a great factor in 
the making, and keeping made, of men and 
women of purpose and power. 

What should this young lady looking for a 
position tell more than that she is a reader? 
What would a lyceum manager want to know 
in addition to the fact that she is a reader? 
These are legitimate questions. 

First,. what EXPERIENCE have you had? 
State your positions. What have you done? 
How long did you hold these various positions? 
Where were they? 

Equipment is generally correlated with EDU- 
CATION or TRAINING. What education have 
you that would lead one to think that you are 
musically or literally equipped to do the work 
you seek to do? If you are a graduate of a 
school or college state what one. Have you 
ever received any honors for exceptional work 
in vonur line? 

Where are you now engaged? What are you 
doing? ‘“‘Now’’ is the big time. What is your 
ace? Yes, age has a great deal to do with 
your getting on the platform. It has a lt 
to do with your getting any place in life. The 
question of age is the same for a lyceum and 
chautaugua artist as it is for a chorus girl 
or a minister of the gospel. The same law 
rules in both realms. 

The next question is as to your health. No 
one wants to take a sick person on @ tour of 


the country as an exhibition. 
weight? What is your height? 

Now here is one thing that ought to be an- 
swered first, perhaps. What is your voice? If 
you are a singer, do you sing soprano, contralto? 
If you are a basso or an listerine tenor say so, 
What is the quality of your volce? 

If you are a singer do you read at sight or 
do you learn to play by practicing at a piece 
until you get it? Are you a soloist? Do you 
sing in a quartet or chorus? 

Are you married? Yes, it is a good thing to 
state that for right there lies a very vital 
problem in road life. If you are a professional! 
and have a standing and know the hardships of 
road life and understand what !t means to 
eontract to leave home and loved ones then 
0, K., but if you are a novice and want to 
start a road life to help “‘hubby’’ by thus earn- 
ing hundred dollars extra, then think many 
times before you start. There is usually a 
rocky road ahead as well as a thorny one be- 
hind such a proposition. 

What salary do you expect? Yes, there ought 
to be some notion of what you are worth. 
You should know what you are worth to your- 
self, Artists are governed by very much the 
same conditions as street laborers. There isn t 
a whole lot of difference between angels and 
white wings when it comes to making out pay 
checks for them. There are a lot of artistic 
fools who think there is no connection between 
what a laborer receives and what an artist gets, 
Study it and see that both are governed by 
laws—the same laws. 


What is your 


If you are a musician tell whether you play 


More than one instrument. If you are a reader 
tell whetber you can do more than simply 
read. Ordinarily any one stands a great deal 
better chance to get a position If that person 
does more than one thing. If you are a superior 
singer then you will probably be hired to sing. 
But there are a great many versatile musicians 
who do two or more things even much more 
than passably well than there are who do one 
thing superbly. 

Here is a letter received from a very differ- 
ent type of artist. But see the same need un- 
derlying his desires that is characteristic of 
the young lady reader's request. 

“I desire information concerning the lyceum 
and chautauqua opportunities, both artistic and 
financial, for a musician of my ability. I am 
at present and was last year concert master 
for the Symphony Orchestra, 
1 was soloist for the closing concert last season, 
playing Mendelssoln’s Concerto in G Minor, and 
will play Saint Saen’s Concerto in B Minor 
for the closing concert this season. Last sea- 
son The ‘New York Musical Courier described my 
work in this line. I have toured my native 
country, Mexico, as a violin soloist, but I now 
desire to see more of the United States. I feel 
that the lyceum and chautaugua courses would 
be better suited to me than any other line of 
work, I am also musical director of the 
Hotel. (This is one of the 
largest and most fashionable hotels in the 
Southwest, as the editor of this department 
knows.) I have played before and received 
high praise from a number of the finest vic- 
linists, Madam Powell and Fritz Kreisler be- 
ing included. I will surely appreciate any ad- 
vice you may give me in this matter. Send 
ine the names and addresses of any lyceum and 
chautauqua managers to whom I should apply. 
If a company were desired I could furnish a 
number of other well-trained Mexican musi- 
cians.”* 

Rut what do they both need? First, in this 
age when half-tone cuts are so effectively put 
up there is no reason -why they should not 
have a little folder of some kind. Collect the 
material that bas been created. Concentrate 
it ‘and use it in a way that would relieve the

It has ail the 
earmarks of a capable musical artist who is 
sure of himself, Sure even of his weaknesses. 
He lays the cards down on the table, 

Go back and study the number of points that 
& manager must know which could be revealed 
to anyone by a photograph, A young lady of 
sixteen who sends a photograph taken this year 
does not have to tell her age, neither does one 
who sends a back number have to tell her age. 


Personally the writer believes that nothing 
better could come to the entire artistic world 
of singers, readers, entertainers, actors, vauile- 
ville performers and even circus people than 
to have them study the art of selling thru 
printing and by mail. If Sears, Roebuck & 
Company can sell everything from a house to 
@ box of face powder in wartime, and sell it 
by mall, why can’t we sell our services by 
mail? 

The next thing that an artist should do, and 
this bolds good whether you are reader or con- 
cert master. Start to develop the habit of 
spending a certain proportion ef your income 
for advancing your standing In your own field. 
Suppose our friend, the concert master, bad 
taken a column in The Billboard tn which to 
Bave set forth the very facts which we have 
given in this article, what would have been 
the result? Can you see what a dignified state- 
ment of fact could have been set before the 
entire lyceum and chautauqua world. Can you 
eee that a small sum, say $20.00, would hare 
set some of the greatest minds to think for 
that artist? 

If a man wanted to sell a farm he wouldn't 
epend the same amount of money on ¢ selling 
campaign that be would if be started out to 
dispose of a swamp lot which he bought for 
$6 in the first place, would be? 

At what does our friend, the concert master, 
vaWie @ season in chautauqua? Printing !s your 
advance agent. Your ad is taking your claims 
for a place on the chautauqua program to 
those who bulld ¢he program. Give facts that 
are worth while and state the truth in such a 
manner that. it is obvious even to a manager. 

If your ad doesn’t draw or pull, as we say, 
then study what you have to sell and see if it 
bas mer. Do your experimenting on a small 
scale. Don't splurge. A dollar lost is a 
dollar lost. Conserve your money, but study the 
way to create a demand for gour services. 

Now about the size of space. That is 3 
great question in all advertising campaigas. 
Salesmen and solicitors try to sell space; pub- 
licity promoters sbould try to render service. 
A big customer is generally grown out of some 
little transaction, A few big advertisers ever 
start big. 

Lovis 0. Ranner has bought pages of ad- 
vertising space in The Billboard. He will tell 
you that be has received wonderful returns from 
all of his ads with this magazine. A few 
months ago we put in the little Inch card for 
him. He let it run for four weeks then asked 
us to take it out. We showed him where be 
was wrong and that card Is pulling more to- 
day than ever. Louls O, Runner is getting 
greater results than ever from that little ad. 
Why is that? An inch ad from Marshall Field 
would draw more real customers than a page 
from Weskinyou & Company when devoted to 
the same legitimate proposition, 

The Billboard is here to teach the artists 
how to promote themselves, We are not [n- 
terested in merely getting money. If we can 
help you we will get pald for it. Feel free to 
sit down and write us your alms and what 
you think you need, we will be glad to try 
to help you, whether we ever get a cent out 
of it or not. 

Don't thidk that you are too lowly or too 
insignificant to have our ald, We know by 
experience that often the greatest results come 
from a little work done in the world where 
even the down and outers move and have their 
being.

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IRVIN S. COBB 


Doing the Paul Revere Ride, But Let’s 
Hope It Does Not Start a Revo- 
lutionary Movement—The 
Bolshevik 


It is an old saying and a true one In the Ly- 
ceum and Chautauqua business that celebrities 
are risky folks to book—so often do they lack 
any feeling of responsibility about making 
dates. But here’s a story of one of America's 
real celebrities who made one of our Canadian 
dates in the face of almost unsurmountable 
difficulties. The oldest oldtimer in lyceum travel 
might well tell of it proudly for years and yet 
Irvin 8. Cobb—for he is the man—related it 
to us, says Ray Andrews, Just as an incident of 
his Western trip. 

On a Saturday night Cobb lectured in the great 
Mormon Temple at Cardston, Alberta. (Did 
you know that in this little prairie town in 
Southern Alberta there stands a million-dollar 
Mormon Temple?) His next lecture date was on 
Monday night, in faraway Winnipeg. By driving 
70 niles to Lethbridge, after his lecture, he 
could catch the Sunday morning train up to the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific at Medicine 
Hat, and there take the transcontinental train 
Sunday evening for his Manitoba date. Simple 
enough, Yes, but not on this particular winter 
night in Canada, 

A burnedout wheat belt stretched across 
Soutbern Alberta this summer, and the winter 
bas thus far brought no rain or snow. It was 
thru this territory that Cobb and his driver 
started on thelr trip. A terrific dust storm was 
raging, and only those who have been on the 
great windswept prairies of the North can really 
know what this means, The powerful headiights 
of the car could not pierce a dozen feet into 
the swirling dust. Mile after mile they covered 
—part of the time in the road, part of the time 
in the opem prairie. The wind increased in 
velocity, and Onally it became dangerous to run 
broadside of the gale. And then with Lethbridge 
within striking distance, only ten miles across 
the prairie, they struck the sand drifts. 

For three hours they bucked the drifts, Cobb 
digging the sand out from around the wheels, 
then heaving, while the driver “gave her the 
juice.” They seldom gained a dozen feet at a 
time. Irvin S&S says: ‘“‘Wringing wet all over 
from the work, and face covered with sand, I 
made a fine looking nigger minstrel.” And then, 
just as they cleared the sand drift district they 
saw the Medicine Hat train pull out of Leth- 
bridge—the last train for the main line that 
caf. 

In Lethbridge, with Gfedicine Hat 140 miles, 
a sleepless night behind, a terrific storm raging 
—you know the answer with 999 out of every 
1,000 people. But Cobb was the other one person 
in a thousand, and after baving something to eat 
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out he went into the streets to find someone who 
would drive him to Medicine Hat. Not an auto 
livery in Lethbridge would agree to make the 
trip. They told him no one could land him at 
bis main point in time to catch his train on such 
a day, over the roads he would bave to travel. 
Still Cobb did not give up, and finally found a 
privately-owned car, whose driver said he was 
game to try it 

So, out into the storm they went. Hour after 
hour they plogged thru the wind and dust and 
Wretched roads, only to find that they were 
dropping behind the ‘miles per hour’’ schedule 
necessary to land them at their destination on 
time. Then the driver said he was certain he 
knew the general direction of Medicine Hat, and 
if Cobb was willing they would abandon roads 
and strike across the prairie as the crow filles, or 
rather as the Jackrabbit runs. For 45 miles then 
they struck across the plains, reaching at times 
a speed of 40 miles an hour, skirting a ranch 
here and there, but on the main steering a 
straight course. Just how wild and rough a ride 
it was you can imagine, But it saved the day 
for they landed in Medicine Hat eight minutes 
before train time, At 8:15 the next night the 
Canadian Pacific pulled into Winnipeg, and at 
8:30 Cobb was on the platform, talking to a 
great audience, which little dreamed all the man 
before them had gone thru that they might 
not be disappointed. 

Hats off to Irvin 8S. Cobb—he is Paul Revere 
and the Message to Garcia man of the Lyceum 
all rolled up into one, 


THE BREAK IS COMING 


The fight against the devilish practice of 
making lyceum bureaus a sort of annex to some 
sort of school or training camp is showing signs 
of increased effectiveness. The referee is count- 
ing time in more than one ring. We rejoice. 

No lyceum bureau manager can build a real 
Dusiness and imagine that it is his privilege to 
make the bureau a sort of fine tooth comb with 
which to rake the entire country in search of 
materiz] with which to feed his talent fac- 
tory so that a great output of new companies 
may semiannually take the road and crowd 
the established companies off the map and 
thereby make room for another outpouring of 
amateurish funk to be billed as professionals. 

A lyceum school is as desirable as any other 
kind of educational institution, But a school 
chat can’t stand on its own merits as an edu- 
cational institution bas no right to drag down 
& movement like the lyceum and chautauqna 
just because some one is able to fasten his, 
her or their blood suckers into the vitals of 
& great cause, 

The school craze went over the country 
about as fast as the “flu.” and it may take 
a@ little more time to run its course, Out the 
managerial wrecks, the shattered hopes and 
the promises unfulfilled are all signs that there 
is even more trouble for all lyceum and chau- 
tauqua schools abead as long as they are not 
organized and conducted to serve the lyceum 
and chautauqua cause and to prepare the youth 
of America for a profession and a career. 

We do not say that all schools have been 
leeches on the movement, but we do say that 
© many have been that they have made it 
impossible for even the right kind of an institu- 
tion to thrive as it should. 

We are pleased to note that The Standard 
Lyceum Bureau management—Bruce and Avery 
—are teported to have sold their interest in the 
Lincoln Conservatory to Adrian W, Newens, 
That is a good move. Mr. Newens will now 
have an oppertunity to show what kind of stuff 
fs in him. We wish him all the success in the 
world with his new venture. We are certain 
thet thoee two bustling, wideawake young bu- 
rean managers, Bruce and Avery, will have 
more to show for their intelligent and well 
Atrected efforts when the year rolls around than 
they would had ¢hey given all of their time to 
running a school, 

We understand that the reports are oozing out 


| from the Horner plant to the effect that the 


school is got doing as well as the rest of the 
business. 

Mr. Morgan’s experience has given some peo- 
ple much food for thought. When he was com- 
pelled to lease the Mutual Bureau to the Coit- 
Alber people, who will suspend life in the Mu- 
tual for a year at least, there was some think- 
ing done in certain quarters, 

Schools have no better friends in the move- 
ment than The Billboard and its staff. Cer- 
tainly none who believe more in the cause of 
edveation and educational institutions than the 
editor of this department. But schools should 
broaden out and learn that they must now 
serve to succeed. They must cut out all super- 
ficialities. Stop waste in time and money, They 
must fit to serve and not teach to take, 

We have been accused of using strong terms 
im denouncing wrong practices, We have, but 
the cause justified their use. The future for 
all schoo!s is made more permanently promis- 
ing by the facts which experience has now 
brought forth. We are glad to see the way 
things are moving, for it means stability and 
real progress.

a run for thelr money !n the booking for 1919-'20 
lyceum courses. While the big cheese férces 
were stealing a little $175 course at Edge- 
wood and a $300 course at Hazelton the Hon- 
orable Ex-Speaker of the Hawkeye Legislature 
had his “courteous agents’’ at work in Oelwein, 
where they walked off with a $525 contract. At 
Mason, where they sold the course for $475. We 
are glad to hear of the success of the Western 
Lyceum Bureau, for it is our honest conviction 
that Manager Atkinson is offering the strongest 
list of talent for the money of any bureau that 
has operated in that territory for many seasons, 
We take this stand for the reason that he is of- 
fering regular lyceum people—people who have 
made a record in this field.

From President Edv Edward C. Talbott 


To the members of The The Showmen’s League 
of America: 
8 life J. comes a time when 
tongue nor pen can express the feeling of ap- 
preciation and the sudden realization that he 
fs a man’s man. Pach one of us treasures a 
memory of some deed that acts as a guiding 
star thruout our dealings with men, a / “ 
ever a companion with conscience, causir 
to always remember that it is indeed a aif 
thing to try and ever look forward. 


As the Mohammedan looks toward Meces. ie 
as he thanks Allah for all great victories, so 
shall I ever look forward to that momentous 
event when I faced my myriads of friends who 
showed their appreciation for my efforts in 
guiding the good ship of the Showmen’s League 
of America to what I believe is a harbor where 
it is safe from all storms. 


The ex-Governor of Minnesota, in his talk, 
said that he indeed would be satisfied, aye, 
happy, if he were in my shoes ang could go 
to his grave with the same love from his fel- 
low workmen that I at*the present time was 
occupying. Happy is not the word. To my 
grave will I always cherish your wonderful co- 
operation, the esteem and the regard and the 
wonderful response to my requests in making 
the Showmen’s League of America the Mecca 
of all showmen. 


My father had a wonderful slogan. His by- 
word was: “‘] have had a great many troubles, 
but it never happened.” We of the show world 
are Bohemian in spirit, Mberal in mind, but, 
first of all, the gods be praised, we are human. 
There is a wonderful thing about being a show- 
man. We are a great deal like the inveterate 
gambler—we often draw to a flush without 
filling it, but we always figure that there is 
another deal. 


As I am writing this the President of our 
great land is returning from a triumphant tour 
of Europe. He is happy in the thought that 
he has been honored by kings and queens, he 
has been wined and dined by royality. he has been 
cheered by the multitudes, but the one great 
thought uppermost in his ming that fills bis 
heart to overflowing is the knowledge that his 
constituents are satisfied with his reign and will- 
ing to follow his lead, for he has accomplished 
that wonderful thing—Peace. 


As I lok back to the early days of the 
Showmen’s League of America [I see the pic- 
ture before my mind of our past president— 
a@ man who was a nobleman among men—fight- 
ing what seemed to be the impossible, but, with 
that indomitable spirit and with that contagious 
smile, forging steadily onward until he taught 
us—his disobedient children--that the League 
had come to etay. I can see him, when the 
great catastrophe at Gary, Ind., was flashed 
to him over the wire, sitting in his chair, re- 
alizing that his days were numbered, when that 
great look came into his eyes and he said to 
me: “Ed, let the League throw its strength and 
let no man suffer. Let everything be done sw 
that no showman will know any want.’* That 
was the one great thing that made me realize 
the necessity, more than ever, of the require- 
ments of the Showmen’s League. 


Our motto, ‘Semper Paratus,’’ was erempii- 
fied. We were ready and we did. To every

toe sprorated amongst all the fairs entitled there- 
to.

Campaigning With the Exhibitor 


How They Mobilize Public Sentiment in Favor of 


the Sunday Show in Buffalo, N. Y.—The 
Men Behind the Movement. 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH 


Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 22.—The hundred odd ex- 
hibitors in Buffalo and Erie County are in the 
midst of a most active campaign for Sunday 
opening. They have spared neither time nor 
money nor themselves in making this city and 
county go over the top 100 per cent. 


They have neither asked nor received aid from 
any quarter. The producers have failed to con- 
tribute one penny. The distributors have held 
aloof. The Sunday show means rentals of over 
$50,000 a year to producer and distributor, but 
exhibitors bave received nothing from either ex- 
cept moral support end wishes for good luck. 
The public sentiment in Buffalo is as overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the Sunday motion picture en- 
tertainment as the public sentiment of New York 
City. or for that matter of any big city on the 
North American continent. The exhibitors here 
however, act up to the principle “All for one 
and one for all,” and they have plunged into 
this campaign to the limit of their resources. 


First of all they appointed an executive com- 
mittee. The committee hired a shrewd and 
capable campaign manager, and the latter or- 
ganized a capable and enthusiastic staff. 


Now in every motion picture theater in Erie 
County you will find one or more booths, either 
in the lobby or at the entrance of the theater, in 
charge, of sweet-voiced, uniformed girls, who 
esk you to sign the petition to your assembly- 
man or senator. Traiiers have been made fol- 
lowing every feature, and in these trailers, and 
likewise 1n various slides, the patrons are urged 
to sign the petition. Nor is this all. Every 
night now, for over a week, ‘‘Fiye Minute’’ men 
have appeared on the stage, and in short, but 
vigorous and eloquent appeals, have asked the 
patrons to sign. The combination of screen, 
slide and the buman yoice make a pretty good 
sort of a medium to reach the public. How the 
people did sign! 

Men and women crowded about the booths 
during and after every show, and patiently 
waited for their chance to sign. Many were the 
pathetic incidents, too. How I wish the motion 
picture camera had caught some of these in- 
stances for the benefit of the legislators in 
Albany. One woman, with three small children, 
almost had tears in her eyes when, after signing, 
she asked me: ‘‘Will they really take the Sun- 
day movies away from us”’ A boy abont 15 
was not allowed to sign because of his youth, 
and he went away saying he would bring his 
father and mother in the evening, Everywhere 
were heard such comments as these: ‘‘What 
are they going to do next?’ “Why, what harm 
is there in looking at pictures on Sunday?’ 
“Sunday is the oly day when the whole family 
can go.” 

On the first night of the campaign three down- 
town houses reported close to six thousand signa- 
tures. Since then the amount has swelled into 
numbers with five figures and six figures will no 
doubt be reached before the end of the cam- 
paign. 

The heodquartees had to be transferred and en- 
larged, an@ the wiaff had to be increased before 
the campaign wax a week old. Every petition 
that comes in bears only one name and address. 
These petitions, with a single signature each, are 
forwarded from the theater to headquarters. 
Here a big map of Buffalo is spread ona table 
and the political boundaries of each assembly 
and senatorial district are clearly marked. Boxes 
marked ‘‘District 1, 2, 3,” etc., are ready, and 
the petitions are put into their proper boxes. 
Then they ere fastened together and made ready 
for mailing to the Assemblyman or Senator, who 
represents the district in question. 

The executive committee is by no means ne- 
giecting other means of influencing public opin- 
jon and enlightening the people’s representatives 
at Albany. A subcommittee called at the 
editorial offices of every daily publication in 
Buffalo, got to the man who sits in the sanctum 


and laid the situation before him. Everywhere 
the committee was well received, and everywhere 
were told that the paper was with them, and 
would give the cause of Sunday opening its 
hearty editorial support. 


Every exhibitor shares equally in the glory 
of the campaign, but the men to whose initiative 
the movement now under way owes its start 
ure surely worthy of special mention. Here they 
are: J. H. Michels, of the Academy Theater;

Make It Bright and Profitable— 
Silly and Superfiuous Titles 


on the Increase

Short paragraphs for your programs will here- 
after form part of The Billboard's actual serv- 
ice to the exhibitor. By the way, you must 
have noticed that our brand of service does not 
consist in selling or trying to sell a third or 
fourth-class picture for a masterpiece. That 
kind of ‘service’ serves nobody. It surely is a 
fraud en the reader, and it surely does not belp 
the reputable producer. In the end it will de- 
stroy the purveyors of that kind of service. 


The reading matter in your program is an 
important matter. There is no reason why a 
program cannot be a bright and readable publi- 
cation which not only advertises the current 
and coming shows, but keeps the friendship of 
the patrons for the theater, and stimulates the 
patron's interest for all that pertains to motion 
pictures. We were much impressed by the hand. 
some and brilliant programs our friend, Grand- 
jean, of New Orleans, sent us. Not the least 
attractive part of his programs consists of 
short, clever and pertinent paragraphs. In one 
program we find a well-placed paragraph, en- 
titled Dr. Copeland Was Right. That paragrapb 
impresses the reader with the folly of panic in 
times of epidemic, and shows him that the mo- 
tion picture theater is a means of maintaining 
public morale. It would take up too much 
space to enumerate all these paragraphs, suf- 
fice it to say that they are all bright and in- 
teresting, and that they all stimulate interest in 
motion pictures generally. 


By the way, there are a whole lot of motion 
picture theaters that ought to have programs, 
but for some reason ‘‘don’t bother.”” Many an 
exhibitor will say to you: “Yes, I know a pro- 
gram will help, and I must have one."’ Then the 
plan is deferred and forgotten. For one thing 
your patrons will like advertising in the program 
much better than advertising on your screen. 
If you bappen to think of a good sentence or a

Something evidently has gone wrong with the 
titles of our dramatic features. We have long 
put up with the labored bumor and the silly, 
patronizing tone in the titles of many gcenics 
and weeklies, but this recent mania for long, 
intricate and rhetorical titles is going beyond 
all bounds. These title Duilders, like the “effect 
men” in the early days of the motion picture. 
overdo things. They can constantly interfere 
with the orderly unfolding of the picture and 
project thelr commencement day essays into the 
limelight. Titles are necessary evils: A good 
picture needs few titles, because it explains it. 
self as it goes along, Some of the title makers 
seem to believe that titles are a luxury and that 
the audiences are fond of them. Per contra: 
Anyone who cares to watch audiences closely 
will see without much effort that long titles an. 
noy and confuse them. Rhetoric and bombast 
are particularly hateful to this generation. 
and the folks in the motion picture house are 
no exception to the general rule. 


We have just received a letter from our good 
friend, Henry B. Varner, the leader of the North 
Carolina Exhibitors’ Association. He reports 
decided progress cn the fight against the pro- 
posed censorship bill in the North Carolina Leg- 
islature. He says be has “received very little 
help, financially, from the exhibitors, and 
whole Jot less from the prodocers.” It was ever 
thus, i. e., ever since we have organized ex- 
hibitors and organized producers. The actual 
work is done by one or two altruistic individoals 
who cherish no hope of reward and consider 
themselves lucky indeed if some saspicious fel- 
low exhibitor does not impute improper profits 
and improper motives to him. Happily Varner is 
a man of affairs, a leading figure in the political 
life of his State, a publisher and editor, both 
local and national, and bis motion picture thea- 
ter is by mo means bis biggest investment. 


“Special productions” are slow in arriving. So 
far the year 1919 bas seen but a few and none 
of them are world sensations. We still bellere. 
however, that the future in this art belongs to 
the ‘‘special production." The public is hungry 
for any good picture that does not bear the 
stamp of having been released on @ strict time 
schedule, Business in the last three months 
has been phenomenal, at least right around New 
York, and from what we can learn the West 
is as fortunate as the Bast. We are still en- 
joying the aftermath of war prosperity.

New Bedford, Mass., Feb, 24,—S, R. Beckett, 
contracting agent for the Ringling-Barnum & 
Bailey Combined Shows, arrived in this city 
this morning, and had a long talk with Mayor 
Ashley and A. H. Anchep, secretary of the Board 
of Commerce, 

The circus is scheduled to be in New Bedford 
Saturday, June 21. That is the only date ayail- 
able for this city. Mr, Andrews agreed to find 
out how the business men feel about the 
Saturday booking of the show. 

For the past two or three years the circus 
has hed a time of it here, due to the long haul 
and the poor conditions at the south end lot. 
The store folk balk at any Satutday circus. 

The circus agent was in conference with the 
committee of retail merchants, which voted 
against allowing the circus to show here on 
Saturday, June 21. Mayor Ashley has said that 
the circus cannot come on Saturday if the mer- 


chants protested, The circus agent stated that 
it was Saturday, June 21, or not at all, for New 
Bedford, as there is but one big circus out 


this year, the Ringling-Barnum & Bailey Com- 
bined Shows, and cannot be routed so as to 
strike this city any other day than Saturday. 

So this is where the matter stands at present. 
The circus only intends to play big cities this 
season, and will aot show anywhere it has pre- 
viously been. New Bedford was originally in- 
clnded in the list, but it is probable that it 
will be passed.

COMA HAS BIG MEETING 


Three-Day Session at Congress Hotel, 
Chicago, Was Most Successful 
in Its Work 


__— 


In the front room of the Congress Hotel at 
Chicago, IL, February 18, 19 and 20, COMA 
beld its fifth annual meeting. The attendance 
this year was better than at previous meetings, 
mostly caused by the fact that tbe railroad in 
creases of past two years have made it obliga- 
tory to adjust them, and the fact that many of 
the shows that comprise COMA are being forced 
to quit. The seriousness of this condition is 
\eenly in the minds of all showmen, not only 
those who are members of COMA. During the 
war it was not the desire of COMA especially 
to force anything but the assistance to our 
government, but feeling that even during the 
war We Were unjustly prevented from making a 
profit it was the opinion of the meeting that 
COMA now not only feels itself justified to com 
mand its rights to equal treatment but that it 
must and will have to come. The nearness of 
the approaching season and the losses of last 
year by influenza and high tariffs have made it 
positive that if amusement is to be served to 
the millions of peoples in the smaller cities 
and towns then the rates must be made so that 
this can be done Without loss to the showman. 
COMA, in meeting assembled, agreed that a 
universal tariff must be had in both the pas- 
senger and freight service and one that can be 
Plainly construed by any local agent. In com- 
mercial centers it is possible to have this, yet 
in the show world there is no uniformity. No 
intelligent reason for this exists. Show business 
is a business, just as necessary to the welfare 
of a community as a commodity of food, but 
because it 1s, or because no one seems to take 
amusement seriously, it has gone on paying any- 
thing exacted of it, and because many raflroads 
know anght about it. It was brought out at 
the meeting that universal opinion seemed to in- 
dicate that immense profits ere annually mai‘e 
in thig business, yet very few of the showmen 
die with anything but the thonght and knowledge 
that they have at least made others hanny. 

The chief work of the meeting was the cost 
of railroad operations; it was handled thru a 
committee from various shows. The committee 
on passenger service, which comprises all shows 
that move in passenger service, was W. G. 
Dickey, of Terry's Uncle Tom's Cabin Comnany, 
chairman; A. M. Aulger, of Aulger bay 
Shows; Elmer Jones, of Jones’ Shows: E. D. 
Terry, of Terry's Uncle Tom's Cabin Company; 
William Todd, of William Todd Shows, Their 
report brought !n a tariff that allowed an increase 
over 1017 tariff of over 75 per cent, yet was 
fodfd to be just to the shows. It was adopted 
by the meeting and will be presented to av- 
thorities at Washington, D. C., as soon as the 
entire membership bave received copies of same. 
The Freight Service Committee is Con T. -Ken- 
nedy, of Kennedy Shows, cRairman; FT. R. 
Polack, of Polack Shows; E. A. Warner, C. A. 
Wortham, W. H. Rice, A. H. Rice, A, H. Bark- 
ley and Tom W. Allen, 

The extent of the work necessary on this 
service made {it impossible for the committee 
to report before adjournment, and their report 
will be handed to the officers In a few days, and 
the same procedure taken before it is taken to 
Washington. The thought that it is possible 
for a tariff of this kind to go thra has lifted 
a great load from all members, and a chance fs 
civen them to at least receive a profit for their

efforts to serve clean amusement at a nominal 
admission. This was the chief work of COMA, 
and consumed most of the time and attention, 
due to its importance. The parking charge, 
which has always been the most unjust charge 
of the railroads, has been taken care of in the 
new tariff as formulated. The showmen are the 
only body that must pay tle railroads fur fur- 
nishing them with equipment—and it was proven 
that in many cases it was even cheaper to have 
a rtilroad furr'sh eculpment. Other cases were 
cited where railroads have had cars released 
eud taken back 100 miles to junctions, leave 
them there and again make the run for unlvad- 
ing for the minimum cost of the run, yet a 
charge is expected from the shows that prevent 
this, in the misunderstood parking charge. Park- 
ing charges must go—and they will, when intel- 
ligent tariffs sre compiled. 

COMA is after at least 100 new members for 
next year, and showmen who really want pro- 
tection will make this possible. We are living 
in an age of organization, and showmen must be 
organized or be handicapped as a consequence.

chausen, Hans Anderson’s Fairy Tales and the 
German account of the Battle of Jutland, dashed 
into his office. A loud chorus of ironic laughter 
rose from them all, and as they filed sadly back 
to their offices one could only distinguish such 
remark as, “Poor sucker, he doesn’t know what 
he is up against. Now for a gvod laugh.” 

And I will endeavor not to disappoint them, 
Among Walter Kingsley'’s hobbes is that of 
writing what is known as Vers Libre. In other 
words, poetry that doesn’t rhyme, and which, be- 
cause he controls a certain amount of adver- 
tising, be finds some papers foolish enough to 
print. The writing of Vers Libre, or free verse, 
is no tax upon the mind. There is no mental 
trouble caused, one does not have to worry about 
finding the correct rhymes for the ends of the 
line, and Mr. Kingsley carries this pleasing lit- 
tle hobby into bis articles, where he doesn't 
worry about finding the correct facts; in fact, 
does net ee about facts at all. Ne draws 
upon his imagination for his facts and upon bis 
dictionary for his deeds, He is of that class of 
man who believes that you can write anything 
and that some papers will publish it if you give 
them advertising enough. Many of his greatest 
masterpieces would never have seen the light 
had there been no snch papers in existence as 
The Telegraph, Variety and Star, which are com- 
pelled by the fear of lessening their revenue 
from credulous actors’ advertisements to print 
any balderdash, rot or piffe sent out under the 
name of Walter Kingsley. 

I’ve a habit of collecting gems of thought; dur- 
Ing the course of my life I have collected hun- 
reds, and have thrown a lot away, so that I 
have now about twenty sparkling thoughts and 
beautiful sayings, and ameng that twenty is 
ene which Mr. Kingsley wrote of Mr. Albee, 
which I cherish and preserve, and whenever I 
feel downhearted or discouraged I think of to 
what heights a mortal can go. I think after all 
that there is some great object to be obvained 
in life. And 1 wonder if I shall ever have a 
Walter Kingsley to say beautiful things of me. 
Gather around actors and listen to this won- 
derful, beautiful thoucht written by Walter 
Kingsley. “It must not be forgotten that if 
Mr, Albee Were not America’s master showman 
he would be America’s master decorator.” Think 
of that! Dillingham, Shuberts, Ringling, Bar- 
num, Belasco and Kiralfy all fade into insig- 
nificance, and not satisfied with triumphing in 
that world he is America’s master decorator. 
It must make Mr, Albee sick when he reads it. 
because Mr. Albee is a very clever, brainy man, 
a good organizer, and I think only the victim 
of the system by which he is surrounded, 

But let's be serious if we can. and discuss the 
article which Mr. Kingsley thrust upom an un- 
willing world last week. 

Mr. Kingsley in the first paragraph states that 
that there are 15,000 vanideville artists im the 
N. V. A. In the fifth paragraph he states they 
now number 10,000. Pat Casey in his sworn 
evidence gave a different number. Why can't 
they agree on the same lie? Is it not very un- 
fortunate that the press agent and the Inter- 
national Executive of the V. M. P. A. make 
different statements, and most unfortunate that 
the press agent should know so little of his 
subject that he juggles thousands about as if 
they were the keys of his trusty typewriter? 

1 wonder if Mr. Kingsley has read Mr. Casey's 
sworn evidence where Mr. Casey states the 
Arbitration Board is composed of Casey, Mills 
and Chesterfield, Casey and Milla both being 
employees of the managers and Chesterfield 
toking his orders from Messrs. Albee and Mur- 
dock? This is the arbitrtafflon tribunal. Mr. 
tes this joint joke board as a 
impartial referees, whose de- 


cisions are binding upon both parties under pen- 
alty of heavy fines,”’ yet Mr. Casey said under 
oath that if he tells the manager to do some- 
thing and if the manager does not like it that 
nothing happens. 

Mr. Kingsley next becomes so intoxicated with 
his theme that he states “simple justice rules 
vaudeville today.’"” Ask the actors in the West 
who were told that they must take a cut next 
week. Ask the actors, the whole bill in fact, 
Who were playing down South for Marcus Loew 
and who were canceled by telegram at the end 
of the week and left without a word of explan- 
ation, “Simple justice!" Ask the actor who 
receives encouraging letters as to the justice 
of the case, while at the same time the man- 
ager is told to pay no attention, 

He goes on further to say that actors have a 
powerful voice in the conduct of their profes- 
sion. This brings forth loud laughter at the 
meetings of the N. V. A. I know of the reso- 
lutions passed at those Tuesday night meetings, 
of the strong speeches made by the actors, and 
of the influence those resolutions passed every 
other Tuesday night at the N. V. &. have on the 
conduct of the profession. By the by, what 
actor has attended a meeting of the N. V, A.? 
I have never seen anybody there. 

With the profound instinct of the ss agent 
Mr. Kingsley rushes into polysyllabic diction 
when he states that Mr. Albee was conrinced 
the “entire profession should be organized upon 
ultra-modern sociological lines.’ Mr. Kingsley 
does not know what he is talking about. Or- 
ganization of the profession is an economic prob- 
lem, not a sociological one, and m any case I 
defy him to define what “ultra-modern socio- 
logical’’ means. Under the present arrangement 
of the V. M. P. A. and the N. V. A, the pro- 
fession is held in despotic grip. Men and women 
are forbidden to form their social clubs, fore 
bidden to meet together, forbidden to invite 
their friends to their homes, and large amounts 
of money under the guise of dues and tickets 
a — are extracted from them by the 
N, V. A. 

He goes on to say that Mr. Albee wished “‘to 
substitute justice, impartiality. fair deall 
enforced by collective bargaining on the part 
the employed." Does Mr. Kingsley know what 
collective bargaining means? It means that a 
bedy of men get togethe> and in meeting as- 
sembled decide upon their wants, their desires, 
and then by ballot or im open meeting elect 
chosen representatives to bargain with their 
employers. Is that what happ-ns in the N. V. 
A. and the V. M. P. A.? Does the N. V. A. 
or has the N. V. A. by rote, secret or otherwise 
ever laid down a policy? Does the N. V. A. or

has the N. V..A. ever elected its chosen repre- 
sentatives to deal with the V, M. P. A., and if 
so when did this happen, and what was the re- 
sult of the bargaining? 

Again Mr. Kingsley goes wrong in bis history 
when he talks about the organizafion of the 
Vv. M. P. A. -He gives the impression that this 
was organized quite recentls, in fact somewhere 
about the time that the N. V. A. was formed. 
As a matter of fact the V. M, P. A. was organ- 
ized in March, 1911, by Messrs. Albee, Goodman 
and Murdock, Mr. Albee being the first president 
and Mr. Murdock the first secretary. Just as 
the N. V. A. was organized in 1916 five years 
afterwards by the. same gentleman. He goes 
on to say that ‘‘twenty-five artists who were de- 
sirous of faving an organization approached Mr. 
Albee,”” This is an unmitigated falsehood; Mr. 
Murdock and Mr. Albee sent for actors- and 
asked them to. become inedrporators and first 
members. Many to their undying henor refused, 
ethers, weakly and with no backhune, accepted. 
Mr. Murdock had the greatest difficulty in find- 
ing a president for the N. V, A. He tried Walter 
Kelly, Junie MeCree, Fred Niblo and Frank Fo- 
garty, to my knowledge, even going so far as 
tu offer Frank Fogarty a salary to be president, 
which offer, of coufse, to any one who knows 
Fogarty,’ was immediately refured. This Mr. 
Kingsley calls approaching the managers. This 
purblind press agent goes on to say: ‘Under 
binding treaties and covenants with the man- 
agers’ body."" Why not publish these treaties 
and covenants, Mr. Kingsley. By whom were 
they ‘signed, when were they entered into and 
when were they approved by the N. V. A.? 

Now comes a beauty: ‘“‘The N. V. A., in ad- 
dition to the benefits of collective bargaining 
and a joint court of justice, has insurance, sick 
benefits, a relief fund, a social organization and 
a Million-dollar club house in West 46th street, 
near Broadway.’’ Where has the N. V. A. in- 
Surance? With what insurance society has it 
an agreement? Promises bave been made to the 
actors that every member should be insured for 
$10,000. I wonder how this can be done, be- 
cause I have tried to get blanket insurance cov- 
ering members of an association, and the 
cheapest I could get was $2 per year per $100 
for each member. As the dues of the N. V. A. 
are only $10 if they paid all the dues for insur- 
ance it would only be $500, and then there would 
be nothing left to turn over to Mr, Albee and 
Mr, Murdock. So agsin I- ask Mr. Kingsley, 
where is the insurance? Where are the sick 
benefits, and where, ol, where, is the million- 
dollar club? There is a building on 46th street 
that we used to own that has been closed for 
to years, and vast and extravagant alterations 
have been made in it, but it is not oreupied by 
the N. V. A., and I have grave doubts as to 
whether it-erer will be. 

And new Mr. Kingsley starts to talk about 
the White Rats. He says we issued bonds to 
the extent of several hundred thousand dollars. 
The White Rats did not do so. The White Rats 
never jisSued a bond. The White Kats Realty 
Co; issued $125,000 worth of bonds, but not sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. He says: “When 
the White Rats went out of existence."’ Please.

OBITUARY 


ALBERTS—The mother of Dorothy Alberts, 
of the vaudeville team of Keefer and Alberts, 
died at her home in Chicago February 14 with 
a complication of diseases. 


(Bo0OTH—George, foupder of the Candien 
National Exhibition and one of the oldest and 
most progressive manufacturers in Canada, died 
at his home in Toronto, February 19, after a 
lingering illness, at the age of eighty-two. 
He was the sole surviving member of the origi- 
nal Exhibition Board of 1879, and played an 
important part in the organization of the In- 
dustrial Fair Association, which launched To- 
ronto’s first independent fair, giving liberally 
both of his money and time toward making the 
fair a success. In the forty years that have 
elapsed since he maintained continuously his 
connection with the Exhibition, serving as a 
director until his death, A year ago, as a 
tribute to his splendid record, he was appointed 
a life director, the only person ever so hon- 
ored by the Canadian National. To Mr. Booth, 
the Canadian National Exhibition owes much of 
its pre-eminence as a manufacturers’ exposi- 
tion. He conceived the idea of the Trocess 
Building for the display of Canadian products 
in the process of manufacture and initiated many 
other improvements in the manufacturers’ sec- 
tion, and at the time cf his death was chairman 
of that department. Deceased was born at 
Cranbrook, County of Kent, England, October 
2, 1838, and came to America in 1844 with his 
father, Henry Gonch Bocth. He is survived 
sy his widow, two sons, one daughter, one brother 
ang one sister, Interment took place from his 
home February 22. 

CAMPBELL—Dr. John M., father of Colin 
Campbell, well-known side-show and carnival 
man, died at his home in Saginaw, Mich., Feb- 
ruary 7.

This unusual 
nete In the decorations was carried on in the 
play. which had the rare merit of being ‘‘dif- 
ferent’ in its portrayal of circus life from the 
inside. 

It is a comedy of character, rather of situa- 
tion, however, as its chief interest centers in 
a group of what to most playgoers must be 
quite unfamiliar characters: a ‘‘circus queen” 
and three types of bookmakers—the rather hard. 
sinister “Paragon Pete." the good-natured and 
very falstafian “‘Orecon Sucker," and the young 
enthusiast of the trio, “The Singing Kid.”* 


The first act opens fn a room of a «mall town 


hetel, where the marriage of the circus woman, 
Maud Marourka, to Charles Carson, the Singing 
Kid, is being celebrated. The new bride de- 


termines to reform her husband, with his in- 
bern passion for the race track, but he serious- 
ly objects to the reformation process, and the 
climax of this act fs reached when he goes out 
with his two pals, the Oregon Sucker and 
Paragon Pete, and returns very druok. The 
bride rifles her husband's pockets of hie roll, 
containing $6,000, and leaves him, with the 
Mmemage that she Intends to take care of his 
money for him. In the second act there are 
two scenes, the principal one being the pad 
room of a circus, where there fs ‘atmosphere’ 
galore. There are some beautiful cireus horses 
mt dogs, and some “performers."* who hurry 
back ang forth to the “big tent." Into thie 
room come the two pals, Oregon Sucker and 
Paragon Pete, who have disapproved of the 


marriage, and seek by a plausible tale to re 


cover their young friend’s roll, but their efforts 
are frustrated by the wily Maud, who counters 
with a still more clever trick. 


However, all finally ends happily—the cur- 
tain falls upon the young bridegroom being 
presented with Liberty Bonds in place of his 
eix thousand cesh, the two friends reconciled 
to the marriage, and a promise of happiness 
all around. 

In the east are a nnomber of good players. 
Captain William Harrigan, fresh from his hen- 
ors at the front, gave a capital portrayal of 
the young bridegroom. His acting was hatural 
and sympathetic thruout. He is his daddy's 
own son, as those who always enjoyed Harrt- 
gan and Hart can readily appreciate. James 
Lackaye gave an unctuous portrayal of the Ore- 
on Sucker and Robert McWade. Jr.. was ex- 
cellent as Paragon Pete. Marie Nordstrom, the 
circus lady, gave a sincere, intelligent perfor- 
mance as Mile. Maud Mazourka, and Frances 
Mann, the equestrienne, is pretty from her head 
to her heels. Sidney Toler and William Holden 
do commendable work. and Eddie Girard made 
a bit as the circus clown, 

It is doubtful, however, whether there is a 
sufficiently larce public interested in the phrase- 
ology and ‘‘atmosphere” of the circus and race 
track fo insure the success of this fascinating 
comedy which, In its present state, is a half- 
painted picture that it is impossible to tell will 
turn out to be something worth hanging in a 
@alon or, on the other hand, worthy only of 
hanging on the wall of a saloon. 

Truly, it is a mystery, but a fascinating one!
